Finances also have continued. to grow, although it 


is not yet cleamhow much of this is due to the new em- 
phasis on stewardship programs‘in the churches, and 
how much to the rising economy of the‘nation. It is 
certain that both have influenced church finances. The 
value of church property has shown amazing. growth, 
but so also has the debt on the churches. Mission giv- 
ing has had a steady advance, but it has not kept pace 
with the total financial ‘growth of the éhtrches. This 
may be explained, at least in part, by the huge debts 
which so many churches have acquired in expanding 
their buildings. An upward surge in mission giving 
should be seen as church debts are paid out. Mission 
programs of tle convention have made remarkable 
gains, as more money has been provided for mission 
work. 
Baptisms ape 

Baptisms fluctuate from year to year, but the peak 
was reached in 1959, and the convention has not bap- 
tized abové 400,000 persons any year since 196}. 
Moreover, the per capita of members to baptisms (the 
number of baptisms in proportion to membership) con- 
tinues to rise, and this is not good. For example, in 
1948 there was one baptism for each 20.9 members, and 
in 1964 one for each 20.4 members. Last year, how- 


ever, there was one baptism for each 294 members, 


and in 1966 this had been one to 30.3. 
Southern Baptists are viewing these problems with 


concern, although not with alarm, and efforts are be-

PRACTICAL NURSING CLASS” 
AT HOSPITAL SET AUG. 19

Have you eve ght you 
might like to become a li- 
censed practical nurse? Did 
you, at some time earlier, 
wish you, could enter:“the. 
school for professidrial nurses, 
yet find it“impossible at that 
time? Do you feel that by not 
having achieved that goal you 
have ‘missed your calling’’? 
If so, you may be one of: the 
people who wishes to enter a 
School of Practical Nursing. 
School of Practical Nursing is 
presently accepting applicants 
for the t class; which wil 
begin on August 19, 1968. To 
qualify for admission, you 
must have a high school edu- 
cation or the equivalent as ev- 
ideneed by achieving a satis- 
factory score on the G.E.D. 
test; you must’ be of good 
character, in good health; and 
eager to learn to become a 
good nurse. Applicants are 
usually between the ages of 
18 and 55. At the present time, 
we have facilities to train 
white students only. 

The coursesof study js ex- 
tended over a full year. For 
the first 13 weeks, the stu- 
dents are in the classroom, 
learning the physiology of the 
well body, and the conditions 
of illness and their treatments 
as they apply to the practical 
nurse. After this time, a por- 
tion of each’day is spent. in 
advanced study of the science 
and art of nursing. During the 
year, the student has an op- 
portunity to work with most 
conditions of illness and under 
the supervision of the Tnstruc- 
tors. and the supervising 
nurses learns to care for her 
patients. Thé course of study 
is state accredited by the 
State Department of Vocation- 
al Education. Upon comple- 
tion of the course of study the 
student is known as a Grad- 
uate Practical Nurse. U pon 
satisfactorily completing the 
State Board examination, she 
acquires the title of Licensed 
Practical Nurse. ~ 

There is probably no voca- 
tion open to women in whith 
the opportunity to serve is 
greater; where usefulness has 
more longevity; the need 
greater, ti employment op-- 
portunities — e stable; the 
salaries more attractive than 
in the field of-nursing. Since 
1956, the salary Scale for Li- 
censed Practical Nurses has 
risen dramatically. With the 
tendency toward Yonger life, 
spans for people and the open-* 

ing of more~ and more nurs- 
ing homes, employment op- 
portunities are-not limited to 
hospital work, private duty, or 
physician's assistant. 

The cost of the school to the . 
student is smell. At the pres- 


ent time, Mississippi Baptist 
Hospital provides books, uni- 
forms, and one meal each 
school day. The student must ~ 
arrange for her own living ex- 
penses during the year and 
must provide herself. with in- 
cidental items necessary — 
such as white nursing ox- 
fords, bandage scissors, note- 
books, paper and pencils 

At Mississippi Baptist Hos- 
pital two Practical Nursing 
classes are enrolled each 
year. The number of students 
that can be accepted is limit-

Battle In.Spirit Of Christ

Since its beginning in 1845 
through the year 1966, accord- 
ing to official statistics, the 
SBC has Jexperienced periods 
of steady advance until a peak 
was reached, followed by a 
decline for several years, then 
steady advance again. Thus, 
it may be fairly stated that the 
slackening pf progress, nu- 
merically speaking, which the 
denomination is recording 
now is not a new éxperience 
for the Convention. It is a 
new experience for this par- 
ticular era and diverse diag- 
noses and prognoses have 
been given. My. thoughts on 
this subject follow. 

Cultural and social revolu- 
tion changed our society from 
rural to urban, requiring a 
faster shift to urban ministry 
than we were prepared to 
make. The race 
caused tension, confusion, re- 
sentment, misunderstanding, 
and suspicion — conditions not 
conducive to healthy fellow- 
ship nor to the ministry of the 
Holy Spirit. The wars of this 
century have been disturbing 
elements to society, bringing 
a backlash of crime, disre- 
spect for authority, persons, 


‘ and property. The increased 


financial ability. of church 
members to travel and to af- 
ford recreation and enfertain- 
ment including television and 
Sunday sports events greatly 
affects the attractiveness of 
church programs. 

Some promotional plans and 
the popularity of belonging to 
a church may have»brought 
into churches many who 
were not converted, thus we 
have on our hands over 3,000,- 
000 non-resident members and 


countless other inactive ones 
This in itself is enough to 
seriously cripple us 

The lack of proper support 
of and: respect for the minis- 
try is evidenced by the fact 
that too many preachers must 
have other occupations to re- 
spectably support their fami- 
lies. This is a disgrace to 
churches and a dishonor to 
God. . 

The psychology of self-anal- 
ysis can be paralyzing — it 
can make a person or an in- 
stitution a. hypochondriac. An 
over-anxious mother was in- 
structed by her family doctor 
to throw away her thermmomet- 
er. I killed a new calf one 
time because I convinced my- 
self it was sick and began doc- 
toring it. Self-centered people 
who constantly “worry about 
what is wrong with them need 
to Torget themselves and lose 
themselves in a great cause.

We are a part of God's peo- 
ple, His instruments for 
spreading the gospel. Pastors, 
leaders, and teachers must 
have faith in Christ, an@ His

Teachers in our schools must 
be devout Christians who are 
loyal to Christ and His church. 
It is -sad that evangelistic 
ferver_is-sometimes ridiculed 
and chilled in some of our 


‘schools which are supported 


by mission money. 

1 believe God‘has éalled 
and has laid His hand on ma- 
ny full-time evangelists to 


help our churches toda y.™- 


There must be 4 sense of pur- 
pose and.enthusiasm for evan- 
gelism, and an involvement of 
the laymen and women in this 
work. We must realize that 
we are not in competition with 
other churches but with Satan 
and sin : 
Pastors and people must. 
fall in love again. Too many 
preachers are afraid of their 
congregations, and some have 
ample reasons to be. Some 
congregations distrust their 
pastors with adequate cause.‘ 
There must be a courage in 
the heart of the pastor that 
comes from a firm trust in 
God, a sense of divine call, 
and a belief in the worth of 
his work. Our fear must be 
that of becoming a useless 
vessel like Samson after the 
Spirit Jeft him. We will not be 
thus deserted by the Spirit, if 
we arise, shake Ourselves, and 
go out to battle in the Spirit 
of the risen Christ; and we 
may be sure of God's faithful- 
ness to lead his people in ad- 
vance. t

only criteria for evaluating 
progress. However, people.are 
important. They are more 
than denominational statistics. 
They are persons and they are 
precious in the sight of God. 
We have a responsibility of 
being concerned about people. 

What has happened to cause 
the decline in growth? Is 
there one cause or & number 
of causes? Obviously it would 
be quite difficult, if not im- 
possible, to pinpoint all the 
reasons and come to a satis- 
factory conclusion. Our large- 
ness-may be a part of our 
problem. For a society which 


puts gréat stock in statistics,

it follows that it becomes rath- 
er easy for members of a reli- 
gious denomination to want to 
be the “biggest.” In 1965 we 
were able to report that at 
last we had become the larg- 
est evangelical denominatjon 
in the United States and the 
largest free church group in 
the world. It just may be at 
this point we, like Alexander 
the Great, sat down because 
there were no more worlds to 
conquer. 

Again, secularism has crept 
into our churches and into our 
denomination. We have ac- 
cepted goals and have used 
secular methods to attain 
- - —— 2 


our prestige in the world than 
our impact for Christ on the 
world. As Robert Raines has 
suggested in his book, ““New 
Life in the Church,” “We of 
the church have-accommodat- 


“ed ourselves to the cultural 


climate of the free and easy. 
We have surrendered to our 
secular environment, so that 


here is no longer any mark- 


‘ed difference in behavior or 
outlook upon life between the 
average church member. and 
his unchurched neighbor.” 
How are we going to reach 
people as long as there seems 
to be so little about us that is 
distinctive? 

Lack Of Parental Control 

A further factor to be rec- 
ognized is a lack of parental 
control and its effect on our 
churches. Young people are 
turned loose at an earlier age 
to make their own decisions. 
In many instances ‘they are 
no-longer told to go to church. 
Rather, they are left to make 
their own decisions and many 
of them, awafé.of the incon- 
sistencies in their parents’ — 
iives, are deciding not to go 
to church, or, in some in- 
stances, to have nothing to do 
with the church. ; 

But perhaps the greatest 
contributing factor in our de- 
cline in growth is our affluent 
society. The host of people, in- 
side and outside the church, 
are to be characterized as be- 
ing self-sufficient. God be- 
comes optional in ~a -society 
where man can do everything 
for himself. The material has 
been elevated to-the level of 
an artificial infinity, We have 
exchanged the pearl of great 
price for some costume jew- 
elry. God is no longer the su- 
preme fact of life. What we 
can buy and sell, use and own,

What churches need today, 
and the answers are not al- 
ways_the same.

All of us will agree 
that a Basic. need in every 
church today is a deeper com- 
passion for souls and a great- 
er dedication on the part of 
each member i Southern 
Baptists are to advance we 
must get more of our mem-, 
bership involved in the total 
program of the church 


There are several factors 
which have caused Southern 
Baptists growth to slow down 
in recent years according to 
Dr. A. V. Washburn, Secre- 
tary Sunday School Depart- 


ment, Baptist Sunday School. 


Board. They are: “The image 
that many people have of our 
churches seem to be that they 
gre primarily concerned with 
‘the activities going on within 
the ‘four walls’ of their church 
houses, and not too concerned 
with the needs Of others, pre- 
occupation of American peo- 
ple with the material concern, 
social unrest; an atmosphere 
of a lack of deep concern for 
reaching and meeting the 
needs of pefsons; men in 
armed services, and the mo- 
bility of the American peo- 
ple.” 


Another factor in slowing 
down’ the growth of the 
churches is that people are 
too busy to be involved. We 
have learned that callous in- 
difference to the plight of a 
fellow human being — even 
when his life is in jeopardy — 
can be demonstrated in the 
midst of civilized Christian 
America. Newspapers have 
carried numerous accounts of 
attacks upon helpless persons 
in full view of many witnesses 
who, not.only did nothing to 
stop the violence, but'made no 
effort to call for help. 


Because of lack of concern 
in the churches and failure to 
place proper emphasis on the 
basic actions necessary to 
reach people, ovr growth has 
slowed down.

nation or church. We are now 
in the midst of a tremendous 
evangelistic effort through the 


Crusade. of the Americas. 
Never has such careful prep- 
aration been made by such a 
large group of Baptists to un- 
dergird the churches in their 
effort W reach men and wom- 
¢n for Christ. ‘The effective- 
ness of these plans, however, 
depends on thé individual 
churches and the extent of 
concern shown for the un- 
reached all about us. This 
must be increased to the point 
that we are willing to pay the 
price in prayer and personal 
witnessing in order to reach 
the unsaved and unchurched. 
A desire to share Christ with 
others must be uppermost in 
our minds and hearts. 


Our advance as Southern 
Baptists must come from the 
local church. We believe that 
effective Bible teaching, along 
with preaching the gospel is 
basic. A reguiar visitation pro- 
gram which keeps in close 
contact with members as well 
as the personal cultivation 
visitation of prospects is es- 
sential. This is the onl$ effec- 
tive way we have to commun- 
jcate the genuine concern that 
we have for the unreached 
We believe that the personal 
touch is the only effective 
means of making people 
aware of our concern for 
them. An established program 
of visitation that is Spirit-led 
and Christ-centered is a chief 


answer to a growing church: 


and therefore the only way to 
advance. 


Sunday SchooiWworkers must 
be challenged to visit because 
of their love for persons and 
a conviction that person-to- 
person contact is essential in 
enlisting people for Bible stu- 
dy and church membership 
We believe that a warm fel- 
lowship within our class rooms 
will,add to the effectiveness of 
Bible teaching and the enlist- 
ment of the unchurched. The 
most searching question that 
preachers, staff members, su- 
perintendents, and teachers 
can ask is, “When the 
prospect comes, what does, he 
find?” Except the teacher be 
found faithful in teaching,

Babylon 


These verses are part of a- 
prayer entreating the Lord to 
look upon the pathetic situa- 
tién of the exiles. They felt 
their state to be defense- 
less .and helpless: they were 
like orphans; the mothers 
were like widows. Water and 
wood could be had only for a 
price. Their situation was vir- 
tual slavery, as they were 
driven to work without time 
for rest. Formerly, they tried 
to find security in the help of 
the Egyptians or the Assyri- 
ans. Because they had not 
trusted in the Lord. they were 
left to the tragic outcome of 
their-infidelity and stubborn 
rebellion. They blamed their 
fathers for sinning and felt 
that they were receiving pun- 
ishment they did not deserve. 
In the verses following the~ 
printed text, the plight of the 
captivity is still further de- 
scribed in terms of cruel per- 
secution, suffering from the 
burning heat, women being 
ravished, and princes and 
elders and young men and 
children all being sub- 
jected to laborious tasks or 
cruelty. 

The psalmist describes the 
plight of the exiles in sorrow 
and despair. Not even their 
harps could bring them joy, so 
they hung them up in silence 
They were in a strange land, 
with strange people and 
strange customs. They felt 
separated from the Temple 
and hence from God. T h’eir 
hopes were crushed; and they 
gave themselves to weeping 
A Prayer Of Confession 
Verses 15-18 . 

The sorrow, humiliatien, 
and hardship of the exiles 
drove them self-examina- 
tion and searching of heart 
Though they complained about 
their lot, they recognized that 
their own wrongdoing ac- 
‘counted for it. The woe of af- 
fliction created in their hearts 
a recognition of their guilt 
Now their prayer turned to 
confession of sin. The recog- 
nition of their sin took the 


pride from their hearts, [filled ~ 


their eyes with tears, and im- 
pressed on them their need 
for the forgiveness of God. 
They remembered the holy 
precincts in Jerusalem, de- 
vastated and in ruins, fre- 
quented by wild beasts rather 
than devout worshipers. Their 
prayer was the awakening of 
the sense of urgent need for 
the forgiveness of God 


A Plea For Help 
Verses 19-22 

The writer of Lamentations* 
closes his prayer with a plea 
for help and restoration. This 
plea is grounded on the faith- 
fulness and sovereignty of 
God, who abides the same for- 
ever. His throne endures 
from generation to generation, 
never threatened by earthly 
empires or the spiritual hosts 
of wickedness. In spite of af- 
firming this sublime - truth, 
for a mogpent the writer 
seems enveloped in despair 
he-feotsa Wa, has forgot- 
ten the exiles and ‘forsiken 
them. But then the prayer 
pleads for a change of heart 
“Turn thou us unto thee, O 
Lord,. and we shall be turned; 
renew our days as of old.” 
This is the only hope of per- 
sons who have disobeyed God 
and brought upon: themselves 
his righteous retribution. Still 


” again the prayer sinks into 


despair. The exiles felt utter- 

, ly rejected; they felt that 
God's anger was toward them 
and his wrath upon them. The 
goodness and faithfulness of 
God were the means whereby 
the remnant was chastened 
and “brought back to 
Jerusalem with new hope and 
opportunity.
